In a letter to Minister Russell, on 
February 25, !907, Secretary Root re- 
viewed the 4ifficulties encountered y 
the various American claimants and 
ineatfucted Mr. Russell to demand rem- 
edy and redress. The letter concluded 
with this statement: 

“¥Y6u are instructed to bring these!

accredite4 shall give to each and every 
demand heréin set forth immediate 
consideration.”’

He testified that he had heen .ap- 
proached by agents of the Lake Boat 
Company with Propositions for the 
Electric Boat Company to buy out the 
Lake Company, the’ negotiations to be 
contingen* upon the stopping of the in- 


Rice, according to his testimony, 
U. Grant Brown and Chas. R. Flint, 
both of New York, but Mr. Rice said he 
did not know them beyond Mr. Brown's 
statement that the latter was an agent 
of the Lake Company. When asked how 
the présent investigation was ‘to be 
stopped, Mr. Rice said that Mr. Brown 
said it could be stopped by United 
States Genator Bulkeley, af Connecti- 
cut. 

The other two witnesses of the day 
were John P. Kellogg, assistant state's 
attorney for Connmecti€at, and William 
D. Gordon, of Midlang, Mich., both at- 
torneys for the Elagtric Boat Company. 
They dehied knowledge of any wrong- 
ful influence betng used by the Bilectric 
Boat Company to secure legislation in 
congress. 

Lilley Wants Admirat Capps. 

Mr. billey today presented a request 
to the committee that Admiral Capps, 
chief of the-bureau of construction of 
the navy department, who testified last 
week, be recalled and all. his questions 
propounded in the order in which he 
had prepared them. 

Mr. Lilley also asked that expert ae- 
countants be appointed by the commit-

There are two reutects however, 
in which the conference differs slightly 
from some of our other’ educational 
meetings. In the first place, its per- 
sonnel is not limited to one section, 
While fully four-fifths of its memDer- 
ship are from the southern states, ahd 
while al] of its officials—with one ek- 
eepiion—are southern men, the mem- 
bership of the conference is not section], 
but national.

FOLLOWERS OF M’NAMARA 
COMING TO BURY LEADER 


Representatives of a large body of 
Irish horse traders, until recently head- 
ed by John McNamara, native of Castlie- 
reagh, Ireland, who died in Atlanta 
August 22, 1907, will gather in this city 
tomorrow morning from al] over tke 
country, to pay tribute to the memory 
their leader. 

John McNamara came to thig country 
from Ireland 37 years ago, and soon 
conceived the idea of forming an asso- 
ciation of Irish traveling traders, bound 
together by a tie of friendship and mu- 
tual interest. The result has beén the 
formation of some two hundred bodies 
of men, women and children, scattered 
all over the country. Their religion is 
universally Roman Catholic. They ob- 
ject to such terms as “band” and 
“clan,’’ when applied to them, and as- 
sert in no uncertain manner that they 
are not gypsies. Their business ig sim- 
ply trading horses, and not telling for- 
tunes, or resorting to practices of ordi- 
nary gypsies.. 

The adherence by these people to a 
custom of burying therr dead either in 
Atlanta or Nashville, and only on April 
|. of each year, explains the extensive 
preparations to bury one of their num- 
ber. An unusually large crowd is ex- 
pected. 

It is said that every available hack 
and carriage in the city.has been en- 
gaged for the occasion. The traders 
will leave their camp, corner Bellwood 
and Ashby, at 9 o'clock. Proceeding 
to the Church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, high mass will be held at 10 
o'clock.

Ataati is resting, apathetic, upon the crater of a volcano. 
| Startling disclosures have followed upon the investigations of the cham- 
| ber: of commerce committee which recently urged an immediate bond issue 
[of @ million and a half dollars. 

These Wisclosures were not of hidden evils, but open facts, appalling 
jin their nature, of Which both city authorities and public should, long ago, 
(have been aware. 

Not only should they have known of these surrounding dangers, but they 
should have proceeded posthaste to their correction. 

The wonder is thereshas as yet been no eruption; but.earthquakes and 
epidemics come in the midst of consciousness of security born of long accus- 
tomed, if accidental, immunity. There is no telling what extent of sporadic 
disease and death these conditions have already brought. 

Think of the foremost city of the south containing 8,000 inhabited resi- 
dences with neither sewers nor city water! 

More than one hundred miles of streets without sewer connection! 

More than sixty miles without running water! 

There'are 9,000 homes without a water pipe; 10,000 which have no san- 
itary means of disposing of their sewage! 

Such an appalling state of affairs can be attributed only to criminal 
negligence—somewhere. 

City government has said nothing of it, though it must Tiave known. 
‘Such knowledge was, at least, its duty: likewise the communicaticn of it, 
lenat the public might say, speedily, whether it would continue, to live in 
| the lion’s mouth. 

But it remained for a doubting, yet enaeguwnnean committee of private 


ee | Citizens to bring forth the facts. 


is it any wonder that this committee dropped its doubt and urged an 
‘immediate bond issue of half a million more than had been asked? 

The facts speak for themselves; the tyro in sanitation can draw the 
conclusions—can foresee possible disaster. But what must one think when 
Dr. Wolff, president of the board of health, himself points warning finger 
to the possibilities of epidemic which, menacingly, underlie such conditions 
as these? | 

Sewers and water are preventives only in complete and general system; 
they constitute but feeble obstacle to disease once it gains headway. Epi- 
demic, nurtured and full-grown in its breeding ground, sweeps past them 
like fire over dried-out prairie grass! 

How long shall. Atlantans let immunity wait upon fickle chance? 

lf there has been excuse in public ignorance, it no longer exists. Cer- 
tainly, city government cannot find in it any mitigation of culpability. It 
should have let the public know that it might have assumed full responst- 
bility for that which so threatened and, thus, most concerned it. : 

But now— it is to be hoped in time—the true conditions are known, The 
Constitution has given them to the public because it believed the danger 
should be known in order that early steps may be taken to crush it before 
the injury is done. 

Sewers and water are an asset of incalculable value; their return {s 
contributes profits to the city’s treasury. 

But, in any event, valid excuse for conditions which iniperi! life and 
health throughout the city limits is not to be found. 

There remains nothing but to admit the fault, the negligent criminality, 
and repair it. : 

It must be with shame that a community, whose boasted spirit and 
‘progress have been vaunted in the nation’s eye, admits the existence of 
= flagrant a municipal disgrace; but only in recognition and admission of 
it, and in full realization of the impending —— can come the re- 
/moval of it. * 

An impartial citizens’ committee, overwhelmed by these startling facts, 
‘has urged a prompt bond issue to meet the emergency. But whether At- 
‘lantans vote to issue bonds or not, these conditions are not to be tolerated 
onger than it requires to apply the remedy. 
| Between bonds and burdensome taxes, Atlanta may choose, but~ these 
‘improvements must be made. 

Futher delay will invofve criminality which can no longer find mitiga- 
tion in ignorance or even negligence, 
| It will be deliberate!

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| UP THE HILL AND DOWN AGAIN. 


We have had more than one occasion of late to remind our contempo- 
rary, The Augusta Herald, that it was “seeing ghosts” in the indiscriminate 
manner in which it was applying the epithets “corruptionist,” “corporation 
organ,” “railroad owned,” etc., to the various Georgia newspapers that dif: 
fered with The Herald in its attitude of apparently unrelenting hostility to 
the railroads of the state. 

The Commerce News, in taking The Herald to task, asked it to enum- 
erate some of the newspapers belonging to its sweeping classification, and 
The Herald in replying, proceeded, accordingly, to give a list, charging direct 
rai road ownership to some and indirect control to others. 

Of The Constitution The Herald vaguely and insinnatingly remarked 
that it had some years ago issued some bonds, “whose ownership is not 
known except as it is indicated by the paper’s persistent fight for the rail- 
roads against the people.” 

And this brought on the correspondence published elsewhere in today’s 
Constitution, in connection with The Herald’s complete ,editorial retraction. 
Having done The Constitution an injustice, the editor of The Herald is man 
enough to say so—and no man could do more. 

So this ends that phase of the question, in so far as his reference to 
The Constitution is concerned. The other newspapers will, no doubt, take 
care of themselves. 

But there is another phase suggested by Editor Phinizy’s letter that may 
be discussed here in the utmost good nature, as bearing upon a problem of 
vital interest to the state. 


He says 

We believe the people are entitled to better service on the one hand, and 
that as far as possible the railroads should attend to the practical part of raitl- 
roading ana leave alone other public and political matters in the state. 


And, again, in discussing the attitude of The Constitution, Editor Phin-

There seems to be some misunderstanding as to the order of the new 
state democratic committee controlling the vote for guvernor and state 
house officers tor the approaching primary election. 

The rule adopted by the committee is as follows: 


‘On Friday, the 5th day of July,- 1908, at noon, the democratic executive com- 
mittee of each county shall assemble at the county court house and consolidate 
the vote and declare the result. The chairman of such county committee shall 
then forthwith certify :.nd transmit the said consolidated vote of the county 
to the secretary of this committee at Macon, Ga., who, together with the chair- 
man of this committee, shall count and consolidate the votes of the several 
counties of the state, and, in all cases where a candidate receives a majority, 
shall report the result of such consolidated vote to the state convention, which 
shall, in turn, declare the result and make nominations accordingly, and all 
such candidates shall be placed on the state ticket as the democratic nominees 
for said offices. 


Heretofore all nominations for governor and state house officers have 
been made on the constitutional basis of county representation in the gen- 
eral assembly—every county being entitled to twice as many delegates in 
the state nominating convention as it had,representatives in the house. 
| For instance, under the state constitution, the first six counties in the 
state are entitled to three representatives each, the next twenty-six to two 
each, and all the remainder to one each. Thus, whatever might be the pop- 
ulation of the largest counties, even the smallest county in the state was 
guaranteed at least one-third as much representation in the house of. repre- 
sentatives. 

ALL democratic executive committees have heretofore applied this prin- 
ciple in state nominating conventions. 

All state primary elections have heretofore been held on this basis. Ful- 
ton county may have voted 15,000 votes for one man, and Echols county 
may have voted only 500 votes for another man, and yet, Fulton’s vote in 


ithe state convention for a candidate would have been on the constitutional 


basis of three to one. 

Under the new plan controlling the approaching state Rarer: every 
vote counts, regardless of county lines, and in the case of the vote of Ful- 
ton and Echols, as above indicated, should Fulton cast 15,000 votes for one 
man and Echols county 500 for another, the proportion in favor of Fulton 
county would thus be thirty to one, instead of three to one. 

In other words, whoever gets a majority of the total vote of the state 
will be declared the nominees of the state convention, regardless of the 
distribution or proportion of delegates sent up by the various counties. 

The committee’s order further provides that where there are more than 
two candidates for any state office, and none of them receive a majority of 
the consolidated vote; a second primary shall be held.

A. M. Kitchen, one of the most prom- 


inent orchardmen of northeast Geor- 


gia,

Mr. Kitchen has around: Baldwin, in 
Habersham country, on the Southern 
railway, an orchard of 30,000 trees. Ili 
is @ peach neighborhood, and there are 
several other orchards in that neigh- 
borhood of nearly similar dimensions. 
It is the northeast Georgia peach sec- 
tion. 

“The peach growers are beginning to 
feel comparatively safe,” Mr. Kitchen 
said.

In 
fact, so far as the crop outlook is con- 
cerned, no damage whatever was done. 

“The truth is, we had rather have

New Interstate Rate of Two and a 
Half Cents Per Mile Now the 
Order of the Day—Some 
of the New Rates. 


Bargain day rates in transportation 


the gale will be on for an indefinite 
period for the new interstate rate of 
21-2 cents a mile for single trips and 
21-4 cents a mile for 500-mile books 
and 2 cents a mile for 2,000-mile books. 

And this ts no “April Fool,” either. 

Some of the bargains offered are as 
follows: 

Tickets to Washington for brides and 
grooms, were $17.50 each, marked down 
If taken in wholesale lots 
(mileage books), $12.96 each. 

Anti-prohibition tickets to Chatta- 
nooga, were $4.10, now $3.80. If used 


tickets to Birmingham, 
were $5, now $4.15. In large lots, $3.32. 

Anti-prohibition ‘tickets to Jackson- 
ville, were $10.10, now $875. In large 
quantities, $6.78. 

Other desirable bargains in the travel 
department furnished on application. 

This change im traffic prices, it is 
thought, will possibly stimulate trade 
aud travel. 

Southern Led the Way. 


In this new reduction in transporta- 
tion necessities the Southern has set 
the pace by first putting into effect the 
reduced rates. 

Competing linégs met the reduction to 
interstate points, and this brought 
about a general reduced rate of 21-2 
cents a mile instead of the former 3- 
cent rate. 

The Southern followed this sweeping 
reduction by offering mileage books at 
greatly reduced prices. 

Five-hundred-mile books for family 
use were put on the market for 21-4 
cents a mile. 

One-thousand-mile books for _ indi- 
vidual use were offered at 2 cents a 
mile, or 920 a book. 

Two-thousand-mile books for firm or 
family use $40. 

A new and novel feature in cannec- 
tion with this trading-stamp arrange- 
ment for mileage books is that the 
books are not to be handed to the con- 
ductor for his perusal and, elimination 
of such strips of mileage as one may 
care to travel. 

No, indeed. 

The prospective purchaser walks up 
to the ticket window and asks for a 
ticket to GainesvtNe,; Grantville or any 
other point he may desire or have to 
reach, and in payment thereof the 
man-with-the-mileagwe pays 68 or 28 
miles out ‘of his book, as the case may 
be. The ticket agent gets the mileage 
and the conductor gets the ticket, and 
the passenger gets all that is in be- 
tween.

DEPRESS STOCKS 


Company loday, 


Banking House, Sponsor for Erie, 
Has Great Resources, and It Is 
Believed the Company Will 
Tide Over Its Finaa- 
cial Troubles, 


New York, March 3!,—Dull depression 
hung over the stock market, leading up 
to something like a crash at the, last 
today. There was some developments 
which were pointed to as being respon- 
\8ible for the drop in prices. The tend- 
ency towards reaction finds a more 
general explanation, however, in the 
fact that the rise in prices had been 
pushed to its feasible limits, by all the 
devices aVailable to skilled speculative 
leadership, until the natural attraction 
of the high prices eStablished brought 
out a pressure of selling, which was 
beyond the capacity of the Supporters 
+} Of prices to absorb. The special de- 
‘pressing factor today was fhe obscurity 
surrounding the intended course of 
thos econtrolling the Erie railroad 
property. The adjustment yesterday of 
the directors, without promulgating any 
pla nfor meeting the impending finan- 
cial requirements off the company, avas 
disturbing to these holding the securi- 
ties o {the company. Besides, the in- 
terests, amounting to about half a mil- 
lion dollars on convertible bond issues, 
payable tomorrow, ind the $6,500,000 of 
one year notes which fall due on April 
and which sold today at 82, there are 
known to be other heavy floating lia- 
bilities to be met. The view that the 
conmypany will be safeguarded from 
bankruptcy was sounded on: the great 
independent resources at the command 
of the great banking house, which is 
the principal, sponsor for the company. 
That this assumption of a means of 
rescue did not entirely reassure all 
holders of the securities was evident 
from the wide declines at which bonds 
of different classes of the company was 
sold at the stock exchange. There was 
suggestive sympathy in th emovement 
of issues of companies under the aus- 
pices of the same bankers and which 
are similarly straightened for financial 
means to meet urgent requirements. A 
line of policy to be adopted by an au- 
thority, so influential in the financial 
world, will be regarded as an expres- 
sion of opinion over the future course 
of affairs, at least those concerning 
railroad properties. That the financial 
prospects of railroads are not bright, is 
brought home to convention by this epi- 
sde .Not only the notes of the Erie, 
but those of railroad compames of high 
grade continue to be quoted at varying 
discounts and at a mate of return, 
wholly out of lMne with the interest 
rates to which loans on time have fallen 
in the money market, The provision for 
the maturity of $6,000,000 of Rock Isl- 
ard 41-2 per cent notes falling due to- 
morrow includes an Offer to holders for 
@ one year extension at 5 per eent; ard 
apparently the attraction of this offer 
has not been sufficient to deter consid- 
erable portion of the note holders from 
presenting them for redemption. 

Tehse unpropitious conditions for 
financing railroad requirements are a 
serious impediment to .the setting on 
foot again of railroad activities in the 
way of outlay for improvements and 
betterments. 4
